of the United States for a Fire Pro- 
tection Day is as follows:

through destruction by fire an an- 
nual loss of life estimated at 
human beings, most of them women 
and children, and.

dire need for American products, our 
fire losses increased during 1920 to 
over Ssob/ioojDoa, and during the pre- 
vious five-year period totaled over 
$1^410^875,000. — buildings, foodstuffs 
and other created wealth needlessly 
wiped out of existence— and. 


Whereas, in addiion to the above, 


forest fires 'during the five years 
ended with ioao further reduced our 
diminishing timber resources by a 
total of over $8&fflOO/x», also threat- 
ening with aridity

aces never should be permitted. 
marshals of Wester* -States report 
greater fire losses in gram and straw 
the past seasoo. from .carelessly 
throw* matches, eacuie sparks -and 
automobile and tractor backfire than 
ever before. 
Buildings may be made safer by 


seeing that the chimneys are with- 
out cracks and free of soot., which 
may take fire and scatter sparks on 
dry roofs.. Flues which may become 
hot should, be covered with asbestos 
and any near-by walls and ceilings 
protected: There should be a sheet 
of metal under every stove. 


Out of all the losses by lightning, 


not one was on a building protected 
by lightning rods. It is now defi- 
nitely known .that lightning rods af- 
ford protection. If installed intelli- 
gently they reduce the risk from 
lightning almost to the vanishing 
point.

Defective chimneys and flues took 


toll to the extent of $1,962,031; sparks 
on roofs, $1,181,171; careless use of 
matches by smokers 
and- others,

$732,067; and stoves, furnaces, boil- 
ers, and their pipes, $674^68.

The largest item listed as partly 


preventable is lightning, $3,033,950. 


Fire Protection Week should be 


made a special time for looking over 
the premises to see that the build- 
ings are in the best practicable shape 
to prevent and resist fire; that in- 
flammable rubbish is cleared away; 
and that habits of,safety are instill- 
ed in the handling of matches, lamps,' 
stoves, and kerosene and gasoline.. 


Gasoline has come to play such an 


important part in farm life that spe- 
cial care should be taken to see that 
it is not stored in inflammable build- 
ings, and is never opened in the pres- 
ence of uncovered flame. 
Fire Prevention Week ends on the 


semi-centennial of the great Chicago 
Fire. While occurring in a great 
city, the traditional cause of this fire 
was one which is liable to occur in 
the country—the upsetting of a lan- 
tern in a stable. If lanterns must be 
used in barns, they should be kept 
in good condition, set or hung in a 
safe place, and never ..filled or lighted 
in the barn. 


Numerous 
disastrous 
fires 
are 


caused by threshing machines, both 
by scattered sparks and embers and 
by dust explosions in the separators. 
All smokestacks should have spark 
arresters, and the ground around the 
boiler should be kept clear and wet 
down if necessary. Grain dust ex- 
plosions are largely preventable. The 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture has made exhaustive studies 
of the subject and is prepared to 
recommend adequate safeguards. 


Serious losses are caused by sparks 


from locomotive^, which ignite dry 
woorden shingle roofs and start many 
fires in straw, stubble, and grass dur- 
ing dry seasons. If a railroad runs 
through the farm, it will pay to plow 
a few furrows along the right of way 
as a.fire break. 
Kerosene lamps should be exam- 


ined to .see that the. burners are in 
good condition, and should never be 
left where they may be upset Kero- 
sene and gasoline receptacles should 
be kept apart and should be so dif- 
ferent as to avoid possibility of mis- 
take.

teresting measurements in his work 
here, finding the summit of Little 
Round Top 131 feet n 5-8 inches 
higher than the Diamond in Gettys- 
burg and the summit of Big Round 
Top 266 feet ii "5-S inches higher 
than the Diamond. 


Capt. Blake believes the World 


War has given an impetus to the 
study of the battlefield and tells of 
an officer in the World War who 
since his return has visited Gettys- 
burg studying the field, as the great 
fight in which the human element 
predominated so largely displaced in 
the World War by the mechanical 
element.

After an .existence of ten years 
the paper ended its life with the town 
and, having in the meantime estab- 
lished the Oil City Derrick, he repair- 
ed to that place. ~ In 1879 be~ bought 
up several papers at Bradford and 
established the Daily Era. I» the 
same year he »old out his interests 
and retired, spending much of bis 
time in travel. He was a veteran of 
the Civil War. having enlisted in 
Co. D. 44th New York Volunteers, 
and after serving one year was pro- 
moted to a lieutenancy, for "profici- 
ency and meritorious conduct under 
General McClellan." He participated 
in the battles of Yorktown, Hanover 
Court House, Gaines Mills, Turkey 
Bend. Malverri Hill; Fort Hudson, 
Mansurs and Openquan. In the last 
named engagement he was severely 
wounded and nearly lost .his ;life.

City of Athens, Well Called the Paris 


of tho Levant, Has Made Won- 


derful Strides During tho 


Last Century 


•Greece, whose classic ideals itlU 


constitute one of the most potent 
forces of world culture, is about to 
emerge to a more influential place 
ameag modern nations as the result 
•f peace adjustments." says a bulletin 
front the National Geographic Society. 


"The established religion of the laud 


Is, of course, orthodox Greek. Th« 
clergy, headed by the metropolitan of 
C«tlMj*. are a splendid lot of men in 
physique and character. The Catho- 
lics, numbering some 13.000, hare their 
own archbishop at Antivari, and the 
few Mohammedans possess a grand 
mufti. 


"In many ways Greek life remains 


unchanged from its classic aspects. 
Modern Athens, before the war, was 
a brilliant capital well worthy its title, 
The Paris of the Levant.' Less than 
a century ago it passed finally from 
Turkish possession, and it was then a 
small collection of mere hovels hud- 
dled beneath the Acropolis. 


"In 1914 it was a city of wide and 


say streets, dotted with small parks 
and adorned with many handsome pub- 
lic buildings, most of them the gifts 
of rich Greeks who have delighted to 
spend in the mother country the for- 
tunes which they have earned abroad. 


"To such generosity Athens owes the 


noble group of buildings which com- 
prise the university, the National li- 
brary, and the fine classic reproduc- 
tion which houses the Academy of Sci- 
ence, and above all an«l to my mind 
the most interesting, the noble sta- 
dium, built upon the old foundations 
and along the old lines and ingeniously 
carrying in its fabric every fragment 
nf the old structure which could be 
found. 


"In the mid^t of all this modernity 


stand the remnants of the golden days 
of Athens sedulously preserved, and 
open to inspection and study with a 
freedom nowhere equaled- The focus,, 
of course, is the Acropolis—incompar- 
able even in its rums—its cliffs and 
grottoes still the home of legend and 
fable. 


"As of old. the Greeks swarm the 


seas. Before the war the Piraeus was 
one of the busiest of Mediterranean 
ports—indeed, it v.-as the center of 
transshipment for all the east—while 
the Corinthian canal, after many finan- 
cial vicissitudes, now seems to be in 
the way of becoming each year a more 
and more useful route between the 
Ionian and the Aegean s^-as.

Kansas farmers should command In- 
stant respect, but we would not be In- 
cline*! to have faith in a Kansas City 
fanner much wore than In a Manhat- 
tan fanner. However, this hint may 
he taken for what it is worth. The 
K:in-.-«5 City idea is that all that Is 
neces'sarr to keep the potato bugs 
away i< to plant one bean to the hill 
n-ith the seed "potato. It seems that 
the bugs hate bean«. 


Perhaps they do. Anyway, In onr 


own experience we can testify that 
we have never seen potato bugs feed- 
ing on bean vines. It would be a logi- 
cal assumption that they will not ven- 
ture into the presence of beans. So 
far as we have observed there has not 
been a potato bug in our garden thf? 
season. Perhaps that is because we 
did not plant any potatoes. But gar- 
den*; develop or encourage all kinds of 
huir* beside^ potato bugs. That is one 
of the hara«sins experiences of about 
every amateur snrdener. And if it i? 
nor but"* it is something else. Just a« 
you get your garden growing well. 
aloT? come a couple of calves or a 
herd of cows and eat off the tops of 
everything. The bovine tribe seems to 


ive a peculiar fondness for voting 


corn. Only a person with bitter expe- 
rience can fully appreciate the sig 
nifiranrp of that o'<1 nurserv appeal ro 
Little Boy Bine to bln\v his horn on 
account of the co^v's heing in the corn.

or masticate the lerues and thosf that 
eat or trample the plants it is> rniglry 
hard to raise growing rhinss.—F. H
